Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with applicants' representative Allen C. Yun on April 8, 2008. 

Allowance 

Claims 15, 16, 17, 27-29 are allowed. The following is the examiner reasons for 
allowance. 

Applicants are first who cloned human phospholipase A2 of SEQ ID NO: 9, encoded 
by cDNA of SEQ ID NO: 8 that is overexpressed in psioriasis. Applicants also dislose a 
novel nucleotide sequence of SEQ ID NO: 4 that is useful in probing DNA encoding said 
phospholipase. In addition. Applicants teach a method of identifying inhibitor of the 
enzyme and a method of diagnosing psoriasis by assaying expression of the enzyme. 
Both methods are useful from the clinical point of view. The closest prior art teaching 
polypeptides more than 95% identical to SEQ ID NO: 9, and their encoding DNA, are 
WO documents WO200204490-A2 and WO2000231 162 (both enclosed in the IDS); see 
also the sequence alignment in the PTO From 892. None of the documents, however, 
relates the disclosed sequences to psoriasis. The claims are therefore nonobvious.
